To rns CITIZENS or EDINBURGH. 
Gentlemen, 
UR anceftors were always diflinguifhed for yalour and 
intrepidity in the field : But I cannot, with equal truth, 
aver, that they have been often remarked for a love of civi/ li- 
berty, or for that firm and determined eppofition to arbitrary ¢ 
itablithments, which truly characterife the patriot. Hiltoric in- 
{tances might be mentioned ; but. inflances need not be produ- 
ced to Scorfmen. With the tranfa@ions of your own country- 
ren you tuft be acquainted ; and eo, the truth of my pofition 
vou maft, without hefitatioa, affent. If our anceftors, then, 
have incufred the imputation of indifference for civil liberty, 
It us evidence, by our conduct, that fuch an imputation i$ not 
applicable to'their pofterity. 

The time is’ now arrived, when you may have an opportuni- 
ty to affert your claim toificedom, and thake off thofe reftraints 
10 which our fathers have long been fubje¢ted. The meafures 
which, we are aflured, will be adopted in the Lower Houle of 
Parliament, during the prefent feflion, for rendering the repre- 
fenration‘of the people more equal and complete, and the pri- 
vilege which Britifh. fabjects enjoy to petition for redrefs, ought 
10 flimalate us ferioufly rarconfider our prefent fituation, and 
endcavowr, by all means, to obtain a reform. The effort, if 
fuccefsfut, maft raife us tol inyportance in) the burgh, and the 
burgh to refpe@abiliey in the community. 

‘Many branches, in the political conttitution of the burghs in 
Scocland;, demand reformation ; but to one only, at prefent, I 
{hall calk your attention. ; 

The election of reprefentatives in Parliament for the burghs, 
has, fur a lapfe of time, been conducted in a manner eperey 
and iniquitous. “A {mall number of men, in each burgh, af- 
fume to themfelves a prerogative which ought to be exercifed 
oaly by the citizens at large. The reprefentatives are not the 
delegates of the burgefles, but of the Magiftrates 5 for the bur- 
gefles cdninot confider thofe as their reprefentatives, in whofe 
nomination they have no voice. Whoever, then, interelts the 
Magiltrates, fecures the eleGtion ; and men are fent to Parlia 
ment, not the'choice of the citizens, but of the Council. 

For an example, let us fefort to the conttitution of this city 
of Edinburgh, ‘to which ‘that of all the other burghs in Scor- 
land is fimilar, “at Jeaft analagous. I really bluth to recount 
the mode of-eledtion eftablithed in this metropolis. _Inftead of 
allowing the citizens to vote with that freedom and extention 
practifed in moft of the burghs in England, the whole affair of 
the election is managed’ by the Town Council alone. I will 
not enter into the particulars of a procedure with which you 
all muft-be acquainted. . You know, that fo foon as the Chief 
Magiftiate has received the Sheriff’s precept on the writ of e- 
lection, he convenes the Ordinary Council, of 25 perfons, 13 
of whom make a quorum. By this Council is elected the re- 
prefentative in Parliament for all the inhabitants of the burgh. 
ithe bufinefS of. ele@ion is foon concluded. A majority of 
votes has previoufly been fecured in favour of that candidate, 
whom the leading party, in this janto,.has determined on. 
‘And the candidate, no doubr, mult be fuppofed already to 
have fmoothed his way to.this dignified promotion, by means, 
perhaps, not the moft jultifiable. 

Such is the eleétion fanétioned by ufage * in our metropolis ; 
and, judge ye, whether or not it is conformable tothe rights of 
a free people. Is a member of Parliament, fo elected, the re- 
prefentative of the burgeffes? Is he not rather the reprefenta: 
tive of the Town-Council? If the Town-Council only elect, 
what reprefentation in Parliament is there for the citizens? 
None: For a perfon may be fent to Parliament by the Council, 
who would be the laft to be: fixed on in a popular elcétion. 
The Couneil, then, alsne are vefted with this fupreme autho- 
rity of cleétion, and the citizens at large have not the fmalleft ‘ 
concern in it; may, are not entitled even to remonitrate, how 
much foever the election thould be contrary to their withes, 
how much foever the perfon elected thould be deficient in pro- 
bity and ability, or how niuch foever, in other refpeéts, he 
thould be inadequate to difcharge the important truft repofed 
in him. Indeed, the members of this Council are fubject to 
no controul, in matters of ele&iog, They may act in any man- 
ner fuitable to their inclinations. We have no check, no re- 

{traint on them: They cannot even be called to an after-ac- 
count for their condud. 

What right, then, have we to boaft of a Parliament! to 
boalt of freedonr ! to boalt of being our own legiflators! Can that 
legiflature be ealled ours, in which we have no reprefentation ? 
Can that reprefentation be called ours, in the eleétion of which 
we have no voice ? The bourgevis in France might, with e- 
qual propriety, lay claim to thefe privileges ; for they have an 
cqual fhare in the appointment of theit Governors. 

Gentlemen, I fhall, perhaps, trouble you a little-more on this 
fubje&t. In the mean time, I am your obedient fervant,

‘The fact then is bricfy as follows : After the feveral refolutions re-
